HE Six Treatifes men- 
tion’d in my Laft are 


Printed together in a 
Large 4to Volume. The firff contains 19 
Peees. The Second, 128. The third 278. The 
fourth, 188. The fifth, and Sixth are Pag’d 
together, and make 21§ Pages. In all $28. 

i tell this for the fake of Quoting them 
by Num. 1. 2. 3. @c. And becaufe thefe 
Treatifes 1 believe are not very Common. 
Being Printed as I underftand, at the Charge 
of the Author, and Diftributed Chiefly among 
Friends. And he tells us: Num. 2. p. 4. of 50 
Sheets more he has in A4anufcript upon the 
fame Subjeét, which he fays, p. 18- he In- 
tends to Publifh,; And Reters to them before 
hand. So thac this is a Labour’d Caufe! 
And we are not like to have Done with it: 
Hire are Squadrons in Referve. ; 

Country m- Not very Terrible, if they are of 
no more Force than the Doétor’s. 

Rehearf.-No,. Conntry-man, they are not. 
For J] have Read them (except th® Asanu- 
{cript which has not yet appear’d) and find 
nothing TFerrsble in them, as to the Argument. 
The Dcétor has given us the Gaibpifadace of 
them, and in fome things has AMended or 
Marr’d them: 

Conntry-m, \t may be the Dottor wrote 
them, And has ‘Revis’d. and Corredted his No- 
tions in his late Book, 

Rehearf, No. For that Author tells us, N. 
2. p. 7. that he is Captus Ozulis. 1. cou’d 
Name him, from very good. Jnfermation. But 
not ‘hearing that he Owns it, (as 1 am Af- 
fur’d Dr. Coward’ do’s his Second Thoughts) 
I keep that General Rule. of Expofing no 
Man’s Name, when he has a mind to Con- 
ceal it. For the Strefs is not who fays, but

within the Rules either of good Breeding, or 





indeed of Chriftianity, where ther is not an 
Abfolute Neceffity for it. 

But I am Satisfy’d they were all wrote 
by the fame Hand, not only by the fame 
Print, Stile, and Phrafes frequent Through- 
out, but the Author in one Treatife Quotes 
Another as his own, and often Refers from 
One to Another. ° 

And I believe the Doctor has feen them; 
becaufe ther are whole Paragraphs in them 
and in the Dr’s Book almoft inthe fame 
Words. 

Country-m. Well, it is no Matter who is 
the Author, or whether the Doétor has feen 
thofe Treatifes or not ; Except it be to fpoik 
his Boaft, That he was the Man who brought 
this Knot into the World, as you Quoted 
him in~ your Laft. 

But you were faying, That the Doétor has 
Mended. or Marr’d fome things in thefe Trea- 
tifes. What do you mean by that? 


(2.) Rehearf. Thefe Treatifes have Pres 
tended to Anfwer feveral Texts, which the 
Doétor has very wifely Slipt, becaufe the 
Anfwers woud not Hold, and no Better 
cou’d: be given. 

Then again, the Doétor has Chang’d the 
Anfwers given to fome Texts, which were 
too Broad to be Endur'd. For Example, 
the Treatifes Num. 2. p. 13. own that Text 
upon which we began, Afatth. x. 28. to 
be a Clear Proof ot the Separate Exiffence 
of the Sou after the Death of the Perfon. 

Coumry-m. How then do’s he get off 
from it? One wou’d think this were a 
total yielding the Cax/e. 

Rebearf. He plainly Excepts againft the 
Authority of St.° Adatthew ; fays, p. 14. he 
was a Publican, and fo not fo Learned a 
Man as St. Luke, who was a Phyfician, and 
Renders the Senfe he fays more Skélfully, 
: faying, 



























































































faying, Fear mot them who can Kill the Body, 
and after that have no more that they can do, 
Which he thinks better Exprefs’d than-to 
fay, as St. Matthew do’s, Who cannot Kill 
the Soul. 

Country-m. Is ther any Inconfiftency betwixt 
thefe Two? For he who cannot Kill the 
Soul, and only can Kill the Body, has no 
move that he can do. Ther’s an End of 
all his Spite and Malice. Which is the 
Force of the Argument our Saviour Ufes. 

Rehearf. He do’s not fay ther is any 
Inconfiftency betwixt thefe Texts, but as St. 
Luke words it, they coud Eafier get off 
from the Separate Exiffence and Jmmortality 
of the Soul. This makes him Angry with 
St. Marthew.. 

But now, Country-man, V'll thew you a 
Pleafant Turn. For Num. 4. p- 208, 209. 
when he comes to that Text Luk. xxiil. 
43- of our Saviour fayiag to the Thief, 


This day thon fhalr be with me, &c. He. 


excepts againft the Authority of St. Luke 
(who he fays was not Frefent) and Refers 
back again to St. Adatthew, who do’s not 
mention this Paflage. And fays, There is 
Ground to Queftion the very Truth of St. Luk’s 
Relation. 

Country-m. Sts Matthew .was no more 
Prefent than St. Lake, nor any of the Apo- 
files except St. John, And none other but 
the -Apojtles being mention’d, to have Hed 
when our Saviou, was Apprebended, we know 
not but-S¢ Lake, who was not an Apo- 
file, might have been Prefent, and St. Adat- 
thew not. : 

But here is Playing one Go/pel againft 
Another, and then the other againft That. 
Which is Plainly Burlefquing the Scriptures, 
and Deftroying the Authority of the 
Whole. 

Rehearf. Did not the Doéor then do 
Wifely, not to make ufe of this Argament, 
but Ratker to Struggle as well as he cou’d 
with that Text in St. Adatthew? 

Country-m. He had done Better if he had 
Slipe that Text too. We have feen how 
he has Seruggl’d with it, even to Death! 

But, Aafter, do’s the Author of thefe 
Treatifes pretend to Solve all the Te.ts that 
{peak of. the Immortality of the Soal ? 


(3.) Rebearf, Not in what is Printed. 
But he gives you his word, That there is 
not one of them whsch is not mention’d and 
Difcuffed in that Larger Manufcript Treatife 
before mention’d, But that be has no wind 
ACTA AGERE, but rather Chufes to Refer 
Mr. MANLOVE in this Point to that Trea- 
tife which (he fays) he has a firong Inclina- 
tion and Intent to Publifh, &c. 

Conntry-m. What! But an Inclination and 
Intent, and yet Refer Mr. Afanlove and his 
Readers to what is to Come, and may be 
may never come! Efpecially fince it has 
been fo Long a Coming, now Ten Years 
fince Mr. Aanlove’s Treatife was Printed.

Ie had been well for them, and for the 
World too, if all their Treari/es had : 
kept ftill in AManufcripr. But fince they ate 
Come out, they muft be Anfwer'd, thar 
People be not Infected by them. 


(4-) Rebearf: 1 think I have fgid enough 
to. fhew, That Dré Coward was pot the 
Firft who brought this Knot (as he calls it) 
into the World. But now, Country-man, | 
will fhew you, That thefe (to us) Nep 
Notions, as well of Mr. Ajgill as of py. 
Coward, were old Exploded Herefies. The 
Ecclefiaftical Hiftory of Eufebius is in Englify 
and you can Read it. There in the third 
Book, Chap. 26. after the Greek you hava 
the Story of Aenander the Sorcerer, who 
Perfuaded his Difciples that they thow’d 
never Dye. And that the Defign of this 
was, to overthrow the Truth of the Gofpel, 
concerning the Jmmerrality of the Soul, and 
the Refurrettion of the Body. This A/cnam 
der was Difciple of S:non Magus. Then 
look the Sixth Book, Chap. 37. And there 
you will find that a Set of Hereticks arofe 


with the Body, and are both Reftor’d to 
Life at the Refurreétion. Origen was fent 
to Difpute againft thefe, and they were 
Condemn’d by a Council. Now fee the 
Original of thofe who woud be thought 
Virtwofoes among us ! ;
